VATICAN CITY (AP) - Pope 
John XXIII’s sturdy heart fought 
an astonishing duel with death to­ 
day, but his doctor said he could 
succumb at any moment and ad- 
ed, "I doubt if he can live until 
this evening.” 


The Vatican radio quoted doc­ 
tors as saying: 
“ Short of a m iracle, he could 
be erqpected to die at any mo 
m ent.” 
The broadcast implored Roman 
Catholics of the world to pray for 
the pontiff. 81. 
The suprem e spiritual ruler of 
the world’s half-billion Catholics 
was described as serene in his 
m oments of consciousness early 
in the day—ready for the death 
which his durable heart held off 
through two grave crises within 
24 hours. 
The pontiff lapsed into a coma 
kite Friday night, then cam e out 
of it long enough to bless the 
grieving prelates and close rela­ 
tives at his bedside and even to 
talk with some of those around 
him, recogniding them individual­ 


ly- 
Then the Pope slipped back into 
coma. Hem orrhages from a stom ­ 
ach tumor had weakened 
him, 
and then peritonitis, inflam mation 
of the abdomen, struck him. Doc­ 
tors said brief rallies were not 
unusual in such cases. 
A monsignor, the Rt. Rev. Od- 
done Tacoli, who saw the pontiff 
while he was conscious early in 
the day, said he told him, “Holy

The two - bill package, coupled 
with voluntary removal of racial 
barriers by some southern busi­ 
nessmen, is designed to ease the 
nation’s integration crisis. 


Prim e 
consideration,

learned, is being given to a pub­ 
lic accommodations bill that would 
prohibit ra*~ial discriminaton by 
businesses involved in interstate 
commerce. 


The hope is that such a m eas­ 
ure may alleviate tensions aris­ 
ing from sit-in demonstrations at 
departm ent store lunch counters. 
Small restaurants which do not 
receive food or goods from other 
states presum ably would not ^ 
affected. 
However, virtually all 
do. 


The school legislation reported 
under consideration would be de­ 
signed to implement the 1955 Su 
preme Court order that public 
schools be desegregated with “all 
deliberate speed.”

Hope of trouble between the Soviet Union 
and the Chinese People’s Republic gey sers 
up 
like 
Old 
Faithful 
and 
subsides 
a s 
routinely . 
But those of us who aren’t originators of 
speculation about tensions between Moscow 
and Peking 
do not have to be faithful 
ebout believing it. 
The reports alway s lead to the sam e 
conclusion. 
We m ust hope for the Soviet Union to 
prevail over the Chinese People's Republic, 
because its leaders want to conq uer the 
Vvorld and the Kremlin believes in peace­ 
ful co-ex istence. 
We must choose the Russian threat as the 
lesser of the Communist evils because the 
Chinese threat would bring international w ar 
There is no justification for this sizeup 
of the situation. 
The Soviet Union is the only country capa­ 


ble of waging w ar on a m ajor scale. The 
United States has no reason to fear any 
other country . 


Red China is unable to mount a m ajor 
w ar. Even with R ussia’s help, if that help 
were forthcoming, China could not fight any ­ 
where ex cept on its own boundaries and 


then only against an opponent sim ilarly 


handicapped by bad transportation, spotty 


industrial production, insufficient food and 
a m ilitary establishm ent of dubious loy alty . 


This will be true for y ears to come. In 
the meantime it’s a sure bet reports of new 
tensions between Peking and Moscow will 
continue to appear with regularity . 


If Moscow can m ake it appear that the 
United States has a choice between cholera 
and small pox and every body knows how 
bad cholera is, perhaps k can make sm all­ 
pox seem like a bargain. 


Hap p y Birth d ay, Mr. President 


A happy 46 th birthday to John F. Ken­ 


nedy , president of the United States. 


Those of us on the outside looking in 


wonder how the outgoing and multitudinous 


Kennedy s treat their most illustrious son in 


the bosom of the family . 


There is a curious situation as families like 


the Kennedy s go. Only one of them can 
t>e chief ex ecutive of the United States, and 
the designation fell upon John F. Kennedy 
by an arbitrary decision at the parental 
level. 


IT IS a m atter of record that it was to 
have been his older brother Joe, who was 
killed in World W ar II. It could very well 
have been his nex t y ounger brother, Bobby . 
It might even have fallen to the lot of the 
y oungest brother Teddy , or to the husband 
of one of the Kennedy sisters.

A British buzz-saw reaction fololwed news 
of the Ottawa plan for an Atlantic Alliance 
nuclear force. 
The British reaction differed from the West 
G erm an reaction only in its violence. The 
West Germ ans, also wasted no time in tell­ 
ing the United States what it would have 
to do before they would share its nuclear 
arm am ent. 
The outline of the plan for sharing was 
a U.S. proposal for a Polaris missile surface 
fleet manned by mix ed forces — Britons, 
G erm ans, Turks, Americans and so on. 
The presumed m erit of the idea is that it 
Would give mem bers of the Atlantic Alli­ 
ance a sense of sharing nuclear responsi­ 
bility with the United States.

The Treasury D epartm ent, at 


the 
req uest 
of

asked Congress the other day to 
req uire the pay ment of inoome 
tax es by pertain individuals who 
receive 
life 
insurance 
policies 
trom their employ ers. 


Although 
not 
a 
cent of the 
money is received by the employ e 
and the proceeds are paid to his 
family after his death, the Ken­ 
nedy 
adm inistration 
wants 
the 
amount of the premium s paid by 
the ém ploy er each y ear to be 
tax ed as income to the w orker 
just the sam e as if these were 
paid in the form of wages. 


Although no money is handled 


and no cash benefit of any kind 
is received by the employ e, there 
is to be a tax on prem ium s over 
and above a certain amount 
of 
life-insurance protection. 


The adm inistration wanted to 
fix the ex empted amount of the 
policy at $5 ,000, but m em bers of 
Congress are balking and want to 
set the lim it of ex em p^on at a 
much higher figure. 


The 
principle 
involved, 
how­ 
ever, is what will provoke wide­ 
spread uneasiness concerning all 
the benefits now given by the em ­ 
ploy er to the employ e which are 
not in the form of cash. 


THUS, HERE ARE some of the 


item s on which m any individuals 


are not making out 
a complete 


return and are presum ably delin­ 
q uent on what they really owe the 
Treasury : 


1. All seniority rights in em ­ 
ploy ment or lay -offs — recognized 
and 
granted 
by 
an 
employ er 
whether or not at the behest of 
a union — 
are 
tax able 
unless

them. For this is a form of pro­ 
tection like life insurance — 
a 
sy stem of job insurance covering 
certain industries.

Ra d cliffe Gets Judo 


for taking over the world I remember that ' n 
the early day s of World War II the Japanese 
were overlooked while every body worried 
rbout the rest of the Ax is. 
Short - sleeved shirts seem ultra sensible 
to me when worn by men who work with 
their coats off, but I reject the idea when I 
think of putting on a coat over a shirt with 
no cuffs. Why ? Because I’ve never worn a 
coat 
without 
shirt cuffs 
showing at the 
sieeves. I’d feel as undressed as I do when 
wearing a shirt with no necktie. 
Chief Justice W arren’s call to duty of law ­ 
y ers, who should be on the firing line when­ 
ever the Constitution is threatened, falls on 
deaf ears in parts of the country whose law- 
\e rs take the position that the Constitution 
can be scoffed at as far as the 14th amend­ 
m ent is concerned. 
I think mountain climbers should be under 
a pledge to go up and come back alone, with_ 
out endangering the lives of others in rescue 
ex peditions so they can capitalize on being 
live climbers, instead of disaster victims. 
From the time speed traps flourished in 
ail hick towns and every body drove at the 
r;sk of being robbe I have seen no logic in 
risk of being robbed, I have seen no logic in 
whimsically 
enforced 
speed 
limits. 
They 
serve no purpose, other than to give the 
“ Law” a license to harass motorists. If elec­ 
tronic devices could make it passible to hold 
all moving vehicles to a fix ed max imum 
speed, fine. That would make sense. Cops 
clam ping down on occasional drivers, eeny - 
nieeny -miny -mo, m ake a muisance. 


Princeton m ay have its spring 
riots. Yale may acq uire a pursui­ 
vant of arm s. But Radcliffe has 
judokas, dressed in authentic ju- 
dogis. 


They don’t 
go 
in 
much 
for 
Shiai — not even with H arvard 
boy s — but they ’re crazy about 
the Tiaso. And no holds barred. 
The truth is that judo has hit 
Radcliffe. It’s probably perfectly 
suited to the girls, since judo is 
the “ gentle 
w ay ” 
of practicing 
jujitsu. 


But judo is also a highly spe­ 
cialized form of unarm ed self-de­ 
fense. It could be used by girls 
in the H arvard Y ard as well as 
in the Radcliffe gy m. 
Twenty Radcliffe judokas (stu­ 
dents of judo) have just finished 
a full y ear’s course in the sport, 
featuring holds, chokes, escapes 
(take heed, Crimson men) falls* 
flips and throws. 
Offered by the college at the 
req uest of the girls themselves, 
it is grouped with scuba diving, 
tennis, basketball and folk danc­ 
ing as part of Radcliffe’s “rec­ 
reational activities.” 
Each Monday and Thursday at 
7 p m., the judokas went to the 
R a d c l i f f e gy m in Cambridge, 
M ass., and put on their judogis— 
the 
ceremonial 
judo 
costume 
which lopks pretty much like a 
pair of loose-fitting white burlap 
pajam as. 


BOWING to each other before 
the start of the ex ercises, each 
student seized a hunk of the oth­ 
er s udogi and went to the mat. 
Insructor for the course was 
Lt. Dorothy 
Douglas, 
a 
Navy 
nurse stationed at the Naval Hos­ 
pital in nearby Chelsea. Mass. 
Lt. Douglas, who will soon be 
try ing herself 
for 
the 
coveted 
black belt — judo’s highest dis­ 
tinction-said: 
“ We don’t practice the blood- 
and hunder t\p e of judo at Rad­ 
cliffe, but concentrate on agility , 
with developed grace, q uickness 
and beauty . 
While 
most 
men 
engage 
in 
Shiai (contest or tournam ent, pro­ 
nounced she-ey e), girls go in for 
Tiaso (ex ercise, pronounced Ti- 
ah-s). Judo among women is still 
rare in the United States and has 
been practiced by women in this 
country for only 10 y ears.” 
Miss Mary Paget, Radcliffe’s co­ 
ordinator of 
recreational 
activi­ 
ties, was asked whether any of 
the judokas had ever had to use 
their skills outside the gy m. 
“ In theory ,” 
she 
said, 
“ the 
girls can use judo for self-defense 
on the street — after all it’s a 
case of using an opponent’s weight 
against him. But no Radcliffe girl 
has ever beer challenged to use 
it on the street”—or in the Yard 
either. 
Every now and again, a Har­ 


vard Black Belter cam e to the 
Radcliffe classes to dem onstrate 
a few fine points of balance or 
how men win an ippon (point) or 
waza-ari (half point) in Shiai. 
In fact, Miss Paget ex plained, 
it was H arvard boy s who really 
got the Radcliffe girls interested 
in judo. Miss Paget was try ing 
to branch out in the num ber of 
sports offered by the college (none 
is req uired) and girls who had 
attended ex hibitions at the H ar­ 
vard Judo Club wanted to have 
a 
fling at it themselves. 


THE COURSE was first offered 


last y ear to 32 Radcliffe judokas. 
The principal teacher then was a 
Japanese graduate student nam ed 
Shohei Ichim ura, holder of the 


Black Belt. He recommended Lt. 
Douglas for this y ear’s classes. 
She accepts no pay , as, in the 
judo tradition it is an honor to 
teach others the art. 


Last June, six girls won the 
fourth Ky u (rank) of the White 
Belt, which is top grade in the 
White Belt or lowest degree of 
accomplishment. 
Nex t 
month, 
Miss Paget said, one or two Rad­ 
cliffe girls may try for the nex t 
step — the Brown Belt, which, 
like the white, comes in three 
Ky us. The nex t step is the Sho- 
dan or Black Belt. 
Radcliffe stressed that karate— 
the 
murderous 
open-hand 
and 
foot-fighting of the Japanese—is 
not taught of its girls. Not needed, 
apparently .

3. Luncheons 
provided by ar 
employ er at the factory on in the 
office, and any facilities for th« 
eating 
of the lunches employ es 
don’t bring, constitute benefits on 
which the individual owes tax ej 
unless 
Congress 
now 
ex empts 
them by law. 


4. Parking facilities, involving 
the outlay of large sums of money 
each week, are provided by many 
employ ers. The amount, when di­ 
vided among the employ es using 
the 
parking 
lot, constitues in­ 
come to the employ e. Since Con­ 
gress 
has 
not 
passed 
a 
law 
ex empting such income, the work, 
ers using the facilities are really 
obligated to ascertain the sums 
due and include them in gross 
income. 


5 . The services of secretaries or 
senographers in handling person­ 
al correspondence for ex ecutives 
as part of their jobs can be cal- 
ci 
fed, and the cos of the time 
attributable to work done for in­ 
dividual ex ecutives can legally be 
tax ed as a form of income paid 
by 
the 
employ er 
to 
these 
ex ecu ives. 
6. Gifts made by employ ers at 
Christmas time are not gifts in a 
legal sense. Unless all of these 
are specifically ex empted by law, 
employ es will have to find out 
the cost of such gifts and add 
this to their gross income as 
a 
part of their wages. 


IT SO HAPPENS that the pro- 
ceeds of life 
insurance 
policies, 
whether carried by an employ er’s 
pay ment of premium or by the 
employ e 
himself, 
are 
included 
also as a part of the estate of 
the deceased and are subject to 
tax ation again if the estate 
ex ­ 
ceeds a certain amount. 


So the government 
even now 
has a means of tax ing life in­ 
surance policies, but has not un­ 
til a few weeks ago considered 
the imposition of an income tax 
pay ment on the premium money 
paid by the employ er on the basis 
that this has to be considered as 
a part of an employ es income. 


One 
argum ent 
used 
by 
the 
T reasury ’s ex perts to justify what 
they are doing is that the self- 
employ ed have no such advan­ 
tage. 
The 
number of 
self-em­ 
ploy ed to have an ex emption for 
life insurance premium s up to the 
amounts left untax ed in the case 
of those persons who are not self- 
employ ed. 


BROADLY SPEAKING, the gov­ 
ernment has winked at the habit 
of many citizens in failing to in­ 
clude in their income-tax returns 
certain 
benefits received 
from 
their employ ers. 


The Supreme Court of the Unit­ 
ed States 
has 
ruled, 
however, 
that, if the pay ment by the em­ 
ploy er arises prim arily from “ the 
constraining force of any moral 
or legal duty ” or from “ the in­ 
centive of anticipated benefit” of 
an economic nature, it’s not a 
gift and that “ what controls is 
the int^n ion with which pay ment, 
howtver 
voluntary , 
has 
been 
m ade.” 


The companies, to be sure, get 
a tax deduction for all pay ments 
or ex penses incurred in connec­ 
tion with the emoloy e’s services 
to it, ¡eluding gifts or benefits. 
The current theory , however, is 
that the individual has owed and 
still owes an income tax on all 
such costs unless Congress now 
specifically ex empts these bene­ 
fits from tax ation.

Southern Revolution 
Part of World Effort

WASHINGTON (AP)-The rev o­ 
lution taking plaee in the South 
now—where seg reg ation is melt­ 
ing —is only part of a rev olution 
around the world these past 10 
y eafs. 
Many forces—few of them noble 
or unselfish—hav e shaped the rev ­ 
olution Nationalism, fear, money 
or the lack of it, science, riv alry , 
education, affluence, pov erty , stu­ 
pidity and ev en the desire for real 
estate. 
It was only nine y ears ag o that 
the Supreme Court, v ery late in 
American history , laid down the 
principle that seg reg ation is un­ 
constitutional. The 
South could 
hav e embraced the principle in­ 
stantly . It chose not to. 
It has deseg reg ated slowly un­ 
der pressure of the courts, troops, 
public opinion (the North is far 
from pure on this subject), in­ 
creasing 
Neg ro insistence, 
and 
businessmen’s realization seg reg a- 
ton is bad for business. 
It was just 10 y ears ag o that 
Stalin’s death beg an a quiet rev o­ 
lution in the Communist world. He 
left it with such a smell his suc­ 
cessors had to turn on the fan 
—in this case, denouncing him— 


Moscow lost more control when 
it was financially unable to meet 
the needs of its satellites. This in- 
ablity in part was due to its 
enormous use of men and re 
sources to compete with the Unit­ 
ed States in space and nuclear 
weapons. 
Althoug h they kept arming , the 
Russians now seemed less eag er 
for war because they had reached 
an affluence they were reluctant 
to risk in nuclear destruction. 
The United States and Russia, 
out of fear of being outdone, made 
fantastic strides in science and 
the ex ploration of space althoug h 
it is almost certain neither would 
be half so adv anced if they hadn’t 
dreaded each other so much. 
The Red Chinese, no where near

PARIS (AP)—As president of 
France, Charles de Gau lle runsi 
his gov ernment with the steady , 
well organized rou tine of a g en­ 
eral staff officer- 
Orders 
mov e calmly throu gh 
channels 
on

There are no breathless post-mid­ 
night sessions, no hectic ex cite­ 
ment. 


When the president goes to bed, 
the story goes, the Ely see Palace 


staff mu st not distu rb him ex cept 
in case of world war—and he 
ac­ 
cent is on the adjectiv e. 
Two 
aspects of De 
Gau lle’s 
work ing methods betray the 72- 
v ear-old president as a man of 
another generation: he u ses the 
telephone as little as possible, and 
he does not dictate streams of let. 
ters or memos. 


A lot of mail pou rs into the El­ 
y see Palace, and De Gau lle reads 


a surprising ly larg e amount of it.1 
He writes his comment on the 


marg in, or be’ow the body of the 
letter, and his instructions as to 
how it should be answered. 
For speeches 
or major 
state­ 
ments De Gaulle writes the tex t 
himself :n long hand, frequently re­ 
v ising . De Gaulle’s handwriting is 
sc illeg ible that he then dictates 
the tex t to a secretary . When this 
is ty ped, the president usually 
makes further rev isions, and this 
all has to be ty ped ag ain. 


This v irtually is the only time 
that De Gaulle consents to dic­ 
tate to a secretary . 


The key note of the Ely see Pal­ 


ace rouine is to org anize time 
so as to conserv e the g eneral’s 
energ ies. One little note helps to 
ev oke the g eneral staff atmos­ 
phere: the Ely see Staff almost in­ 
v ariably refers to him as “ Le 
General” instead of "Le Presi­ 
dent.” 
De Gaulle’s habit in approach­ 
ing a problem is to g ather adv ice 
and all possible information from 
specialists and trusted subordi­ 
nates, then make his own study , 
alone in his office or in his priv ate 
liv ing room. 


Once he has made up his mind 


it is most difficult to chang e it. 
But his manner, according to per­ 
sons near him, is not authoritari­ 
an- 


De Gaulle puts in a sort of 5*/$- 
day week, from Monday morning 
to Saturday noon. Office hours on 
week day s run from about 9 :30 
a.m. to 7 p.m. with a two-hour 
midday break.

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Father, you seem revived.” 
He said the Pope replied, “I 
have been able to follow my death 
step by step. Now I am going 
sweetly toward the end.” 
Few had expected the Pope 
would live into the new day. Min­ 
ute by minute, then hour by hour, 
the bulletins from the Vatican ra­ 
dio and press office had prepared 
the waiting Roman Catholic world 
for the news of his death. 
Ferdinando Cardinal Cento, who 
recited prayers for the dying at 
the pontiff’s bedside Friday, said 
he 
heard 
Pope John 
murmer 
then, “I wish to be taken away, 
so I can be with Christ.” 
The pontiff’s heart amazed his 
doctors, but one of them, Piero 
Mazzoni, said “I doubt if he can 
live until this evening.” 
The Pope was breathing regu­ 
larly, but slowly and with diffi­ 
culty. His temperature rose to 
100.4 degrees, the Vatican said. 
But his stout heart still beat reg­ 
ularly. 
Pope John passed the night 00 
the threshold of death with his 
brothers and a sister at is bed­ 
side. 
The Vatican radio told of the 
Pope's confrontation with death: 
“ He said more than once, ‘We are 
suffering but suffering with love.” 
Many times during his early 
morning consciousness, the radio 
said, the Pope “ repeated the in­ 
vocation 'Jesus, Jesus.’” * 
The Vatican radio repeatedly re­ 
ported, as did prelates coming 
from the Pope’s apartment, that 
he was serene and calm in the 
throes of death. 
He was suffering pain. 
Raimondo Manzini, director of 
the Vatican newspaper l’Osserva- 
tore 
Romano 
came 
from 
the 
papal 
apartment 
at 
ll 
a.m. 
(5 a.m. EST) and said the Pope 
was “still serene.” 
He is breathing regularly, like 
a clock,” Manzini said. "He is 
very pale under the oxygen mask 
and rests on his bed with his arms 
outstretched He is dozing.” 
Clemente Cardinal Micara, the 
Pope s vicar for the city of Rnme, 
came out weeping from the papal 
apartment. 
The Pope had regained con­ 
sciousness earlier, after hours in 
; a coma.
